MORE “SECRET TREATIES.” 

The story from London of sécret an- 
nexes to the Franco-Turkish accord 
of last October is/not very credible, 
despite the ‘ unimpeachable source ”

People who forge treaties nowadays 
usually strive to make them plausible, 

that they shall be supported as 
much as possible by independent and 
lenown facts. Thia treaty is not even 
wel} forged. Aside from the unlikeli- 
hood that if the French Government 
were prepared to deliver up the Chris- 
tian minorities of Anatolia to the mer- 
cies of the Turks it would put this 
Pledge down in. writing, the. protocols 
contain one passage of a sort wholly 
novel in international relations. 

In three consecutive articles’ the 
contracting, Powers agree that na stip- 
ulation of this agreement, ‘ even 
** though it be of secondary impor- 
** tance,” shall be infringed; that ‘‘ 
* the strength of their honor and their 
 historidal traditions" they will not 
* attempt any violations of the present 
conventions"; and that the French 
Government will ‘‘ never, under any 
“ circumstances or through any rea- 
“son or influepcée,that may, present 
“ iteelf,” take action against Turkey 
contrary to the treaty, “however ex- 
céptional may be the circumstances.” 
Governments do not say that-sort of 
thing. If you believe that the other 
party to the contract intends to 
double-cross u, you will still be- 
lieve it even though he writes down 
three times a promise that he will not. 
Probably this trgaty came from Greek 
or English sources, but it adds little 
to the glory ¢ither of Greek or of 
English imaginative literature.

WEEKS HAS ROMA REPORT. 


Findings of Army Board May Be 
Given Out Today. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Secretary 
Weeks had before him tonight for ex- 
amination the report of the special army, 
board headed by Lieutenant Col. Arthur 
G. Fisher,’ appointed to investigate the 
wrecking of ‘the army semi-rigid dirig- 
ible Roma at Hampton, Va., recently 
with the loss of many lives. Pending 
his study of the document, the Secre- 
.tary declined to make pubiic.the board’s 
finaings, but. said he expected to give 
out the report tomorrow.

I, March 22,—The De- 
cember Grand. Jury, held ‘over’ because 
of. the investiga’ of affairs in Nassau 
County, -handed Supreme \Court Justice 
Selah B. Strong. its last indictments and 
presentments and was.discharged today 
after complimentary exchanges between~ 
Justice Strong -and Foreman John -R. 
Hill of Westbury. —The Grand‘ Jury,in- 
dicted John Both and Andrew J. Weston 
of the contracting firm of-Both & Wes- 
ton on a charge;of felony in torinection 
with alleged ‘irregularities fin” accounts 
on the. Wregk Lead bridge contract. 

The indictment grew. out of John Doe 
proceedings instituted by Justice Strong, 
who ordered the books of the firm 
seized: They were turned over to Neil 
H. Vanderwater, counsel for the Nassau 
County Association, a complaining wit- 
ness. in the, proceedings. The Appellate, 
Division ordered the books returned, and 
was upheld by the ‘Court of Appeals. 
The Nassau Bar Association then at- 
tempted ‘to have Justice Strong im- 
peached. . 

Another ‘presentment handed in ex- 
onerated Senator George. L. Thompson 
of any connectio nwith a rumor ‘that a 
high State official had been: promised 
renomination if he would oppose cer- 
tain legislations which would prevent 
the County Judge and the Surrogate 
from rive) praetice of the law. while 
holding office. 

In another presentment the ‘Grand Jury 
stated that there was no evidence of the 
charge that any of the District Attor- 
ney’s staff had used ‘third degree ’’ 
methods alleged to have béen used on 
Theodore Gatridge, a prisoner picked up 
on suspicion of murder in the county. 
The Grand Jury said of the methods 
employed: ‘‘ They were no more stren- 
uous than the occasion warranted,’’ 

Another ‘presentment recommended 
that’ all town and county officials be 
compelled to let public work by com- 
petitive bidding; that the Cohtroller hold 
up all money for engineering services, 
and that resultant litigation be. carried 
to the highest court for final decision.
